WET AND COLD, 


PECULIAR RECORD MADE BY THE MONTH 
O AUGUST. 


Low Temperature and Excessive Rainfall— 
Daily Rains in Louisiana Causing the 
Destruction of the Cotton Crop—Informa- 
tion From the Wet Section—Other 
Weather Freaks. 


The Signal Service ‘reports for the past 
month of August show that the month has 
been an unusual one in many respects. It 
started all right and bid fair at first to be a 
genuine hot month, but after the first three 
days the mercury in the thermometer took a 
drop of several degrees and stayed down be- 
low the ninety point for the rest of the month, 
with the exception of one day. On August 
1,2 and 3 the maximum readings were 97 
degrees for the three days; then the fall came 
and the mercury did not touch the 90 mark 
again until the 16th of the month, when 
it reached 91. The average temperature for 
the month was 73.2 deg., or 8.8 deg. below the 
general average for August. During the time 
the Signal Service has been established here 
only two years have come under observation 
during which the average daily tempera- 
ture for August was less than 
last month. They were August, 1875! 
when the average was 78.01 deg., 


and August, 1883, when it was 72.08 dee. The 
lowest marking for last month was on the 234, 
when the mercury went down to 56 deg. 

The precipitation 8 the month has 
been something unusual, there having been 
6.66 inches of rainfall, which was very evenly 
distributed during the month. This unusual! 
large rainfall is 4.15 inches above the normal, 
and when compared with the corresponding 
month last year shows a marked contrast, the 
fall on that month being 1.87 inches below the 
normal. In August, 1887, the thermometer 
mercury went above 90.08 deg. thirteen days, 
with a mean daily temperature of 79.2 deg. 


DAILY RAINS. 


The Cotton Crop in Lower Louisiana Ruined 
by Excessive Moisture, 


New ORLEANS, La., September 1.—A special 
to the Picayune from Greenville, Miss., says: 
‘*Since the 19th inst. the entire delta country 
has been visited with daily rains, and reports 
of incalculable damage to the cotton crop 
have come from various sections with such 
frequency as to justify the fear that the crop 
was in imminent danger. In order to ascer- 


tain precisely the extent of the damage, your 
correspondent made inguiry among the most 
reliable planters for facts. To summarize, it 
may be said that the crop as a whole has been 
damaged so far at least per cent, and the 
rain still continues.’’ 

Reports from Australia, Concordia, Terrene, 
Rosedale, Bolivar, Mount ding, ta, 
a ee Mayerville, Ben Lomond, Shiloh 
and Chotard, on the Mississippi River, are 
about the same. Deer Creek country, along 
the Louisiana and Texas line, appears to have 
suffered more than the other sections.

It was 
put there to get through on the merits of 
indispensable appropriations and to ex- 
tort an unwilling approval from the 
President. For that reason, if for no 
other, the elimination was a good deed, 
and to Congressman BuRNES belongs the 
credit of having persisted in his fight till 
he got a large majority of the House dn 
his side. 

The statute of limitation which prevents 
the collection of even a promissory note 
after a certain lapse of time is founded 
upon a natural and just presumption 


against any claim which has slept so long 
as to favor the commission of a fraud in 


its collection, These old French. claims 


have outlived by several generations the 


people to whom, if to anybody, the pay- 
ment should have been made. They have 
been bought up again and again by specu- 
lative rings, and powerful lobbies have 
worked in Washington for their payment 
at intervals for nearly a hundred years. 
The fact that cotemporary Congresses re- 
fused to pay them is a presumption 
against their justice. Forty-eight Con- 
gresses have investigated them and forty- 
five have refused to pay them, although 
forty-five committees have reported in 
their favor. Two bills for their payment 
passed both houses and were vetoed by 
President Polk. One bill for their pay- 
ment passed both houses and was vetoed 
by President PIeRce. 

Under such circumstances and after 
such a lapse of time the most cautious 
scrutiny and the most conclusive proof 
should establish the justice ot every one of 


these claims before it is paid, and every 


legislative enactment providing for their 
adjudication and settlement should stand 
or fall upon ite own merits. There is a 
strong flavor of fraud in any other course.

M’KINLEY ON LEATHER. 

Mr. McKrxiey in his Georgia home- 
market speech referred to the fact that, 
after sixteen years of free importation of 
raw hides, our leather men export but 2 
per cent of the leather production of the 
country. 

This was an unfortunate reference for 
Mr. McKINLEY’s side of the free-raw- 
material question. The leather and 
leather products we exported last year 
were what was left after the home de- 
mand had been supplied, and the fact 
that the surplus found a market abroad 
shows that the trade was on asound basis 
even if the exportation was small. But 
there is another side to the question. 

With taxed hides we imported leather 
tothe amount of $10,552,155 in 1871, and 


with free hides and a much larger popula- 


tion we imported of leather only $10,936, - 
487 in 1887. But in the meantime our ex- 
ports of raw hides have fallen off about 
three-fourths and our exports of the 
manufactured products have increased 
from $1,897,398 in 1871 to $10,436,138 in 1887. 
In the same time our importe of raw 
hides and skins other than fur skins have 
increased from $14,638,483 in 1871 to $24,- 


225,796 in 1887. 


These figures plainly show how free raw 
material in the leather business has in- 
creased that industry, and not only en- 
abled@it to supply the home market bet- 
ter, but to increase its exported surplus 


500 percent as compared with the returns 


of 1871 when raw hides were taxed.

Everv large establishment in the city has one 
or more men in its employ whose business it 


is to make the acquaintence of those who 
come to the city for the purpose of pur- 
chasing supplies, show them about town, 
see that they have an exper- 
lenced guide, and make their stay 
as pleasant as possible, grith the object 
of securing their trade. At the present time, 
when the fall trade is very active, these men 
are kept busy, and a prospective customer 
need be in no fear uf suffering from loneliness 
while he remains in the city, as he will have 
plenty of companionship, provided by those 
who desire to secure his custom. There is one 
of the most successful of the social-financial 
employes of the wholesale houses, and if he 
wants to talk he can give you some interest 
ing information as to how business is se- 
cured,’’ 
RECEIVING VISITORS. 

Approaching the gentieman polnted out, the 
reporter introduced himself, and explained 
the object of his inquiry. The manner in 
which trade is secured by houses from mer- 
ehante visiting this city is not gen 
eraliy understood, but is a very 


Important branch ot business, and 


one requiring not a little skill and know 
edge of human nature, as well asa very con- 
siderable amount of physical endurance on 
the part of those who pursue this branch of 
trade. The fact istnat all wholesale houses 
carry 80 large and excellent a stock of goods, 
that there is little to choose between those in 
the same line, and a customer is more often 
secured by reason or his personal friendliness 
to some employe than by inducements of any 
otherkind. For this reason every large house 
in town has in its employ from two to six men 
whose sole business it is to make the ac- 
quaintance of visiting country merchants, 
show them about the town, let 
them see- the elephant just as 
much as they wish, and in 
this manner draw their trade to the house 


which they represent. Every firm has a 
regular directory, which contains not only the 
names of their customers, but of all other 
merchants likely to require their goods, and 
with this the city drummer has to make him 
self familiar. When a customer, whether 
actual or prospective, arrives in the city it is 
our business to cail upon him, extend to him 
the hospitalities of St. Louis, offer to act as his 
guide wherever he may wish to go and see 
that he bas a good time. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF DRUMMERS. 

There is great rivairy among us and we are 
obliged to run after customers ali the time 
and endeavor to steer them clear of our 
competitors. It is not 
that we should have any great 
knowledge of business, as other employes 
supply that, but we must know human nature, 
have an intimate acquaintance with all the re- 
sorts, questionabie and unquestionable, of 
the city, and above all havea decided talent 
for liquor. The business of helping a country 
merchant amuse himself nearly inevitably 
destroys all one’s faith in rustic simplicity 
and virtue, and is very likely to cause a man 
to lose all respect for y hairs.

worth anything. A man who has a little time 
to spare and knows the ropes, will not de in 
too great haste to makean engagement for 
the nocturnal ramble that usually takes place 
on his first evening in the city, but will, his 
hesitation, Increase the eagerness of the 
drummers to secure his company. This means 
for him the substitution of French champagne 
for the native product, and carri instead
